which mows down half a troop in one 
instant, and for some timo a steady pace 
was maintained. As often as a horse was 
killed, or disabled, or deprived of the rider, 
hie ‘fall, or his plunge,’ or his ungoverned 
pressure, had commonly the effect of en- 
forcing upon thé neighbouring’ chargers 
more or Jess of ‘lateral movement, and in: 
this way there was occasioned a slight dis- 


tension of the rank in which the casualty’ 


had occurred; but, in the. next instant, 
when the troopers: had: ridden ‘clear of. the 
disturbing cause, they closed up, and rode 
on in a line as even. as before, though re- 
duced by the loss just sustained. : 

Their pace for some time was firmly go- 
verned.- Wheu horsemen, too valoroue to 
be’ thinking ‘of: flight, aré brought. into 
straits of this kind, their tendency is to be 
gallopping swiftly forward, each man at the 
greateat pace he can exact from his own 
charger, thus destroying, of course; the for- 
mation of the -line; but Lord Cardigan’s 
Jove of atrict, uniform order was a propen- 
sity having all .the. force uf @ passion; and 
as Jong as it seemed possible to’ exert‘au- 
thority by voice or by -gestiro, the leader 
of this singular onset, was firm in repressing 
the fault. F ‘ : 

Thus when Captain White, of the 17th 
Lancers (who commanded ‘the: squadron ‘of 
direction), ‘became “anxious,” as he fravk- 
ly expressed it, “to get ont of such a mur- 
derous fire, aud into the guns, as being.the 
best of tlie two evils,” and endeavouring, 
with that view, to “force the pace,”. press- 
ed forward so.much as to be almost along- 
side of the chief’s bridle-arm,: Lord Cardi- 
gau checked this impatience by laying his 
gword acrow: the Cuptain’s breast, telling’ 
him at the same time not to try to force the 
pace, and not to be ridiug befure the leader 
of the brigade. Otherwise than for this, 
Lord Cardigan, from the. first to the last of 
the ‘onset, - did ‘not. spoak-nor make sign: 
Riding straight. and: erect, he never ouce 
turned in his saddle with the object of get-: 
ting a glance at the state of the squadrons 
which followed ‘him, . 


“So far as concerned the first line, this 
task was now becoming more and more dif- 
ficult, -When the 18th Light Dragoons and 
the 17th Lancers had passed so far down 
the valley as to be under effective fire from 
the guns in their front, aswell os from the 
flanks right aud left, their lines were. sv 
torn, 80 cruelly reduced-in numbers, as tu 
be hardly any ‘Jonger capable of. retaining 
the coxporate life or entity of tlie reginsent, 
the squadron, the troop; and ‘these ayere- 
gates began to resolve themselyés into their 
cumpovent elements—that is, into brave, 
eager horsemen, growing fiercely impatient 
of atrial which bad thus long ‘denied them 
their vengeance and longing to close with 
all speed upon the:guns which had shatter- 
ed their ranks.. The troopers here and 


there could no longer be restraiued from 


darting forward in-front of the officers; and 
the moment this license obtained, the cere- 
monious advance of the line was soon chan- 
ged to an ungoverned onset. The roing 
spirit, broke out, some striving to outride 
their conirades, some determining-not to be 
assed. . 

But although be rode singly, atid “al- 
thoiighy a8 we have seen, he rigidly ‘ab. 
stained from any rettoyade glance, Lord 
Cardigan, of conrse, might infer from the 
tramp of the regiments close following, and 
from wliat (without turning. in his saddle) 
he could easily see of their flanks, that the 
momentum now gathered and gathering was 
too strong.to he modérated by. a comman- 
der; and, rightly perhaps avoiding tho ef- 
fort to govern it by veive or by gesture, le 
either became impatieut himself,’ and drew 
the‘troups on more and more by first in- 
ercasing his own speed, or else yielded (un- 
der necessity) to the impatience: of the now 


shattered squadrotia, und closely adjusted - 


his pace to the flow of the torrent behind 
him. In one way -or in the other, a right 
distance was always miuintained between 
the leader and lis first line. As before, 
when advancing at.a trot, so now, whilst 
flinging themselves impstuously ‘deap-into 
the jaws of an army, these two regiments 
of the frat line still bad in their front # 
same rigid huagar for. their guide, still kept 
their eyes fastened on the crimson-red over- 
alls aud the white near hind-leg of the 
chestnut which showed thom tho straight, 
honest way—the way down to the mouths 
of the guns, Ea : 
Lord Cardigan and his first line had come 
down to within about eighty yards of the 
mouths of the guns, when the battery deli:

mei seomed instantly ashamed of. Incon-’ 
tinuation of the lecture’ on the rights of 
Irish-Americin citizens, Mr, Train-rewind- 
vd his hearous that the thieves, scamps; and * 
buccaneera who landed at Hastings were - 
the progenitors of the lords who ‘insulted 
the working class in these’ days by calling 
them the mod, -He then referred, rather 
wnconnectedly, to“ the lickspittle press ‘of
